She has ren dered a greater 
serv ice to man kin d than an y profession al man , regardless of how 
great his skill, cou ld ev er ren der. The joy which comes to a woman 
in this way is su ggested in John 16:21: "A woman when she is in 
trav ail hath sorrow', becau se hei hou r is come; hu t as soon as she 
is deliv ered of the child, she remembereth n o more the an gu ish, for 
joy 
that a man 
is born in to the world.” 
The apostle Pau l, 
in writ­ 
in g to Timothy , has this to say : 
“I will therefore, that the 
y ou n ger 
women marry , bear children , gu ide the hou se, giv e n on e 
occasion 
to 
the adv ersary to speak reproachfu lly .” (I Tim. 5:14) The girl 
who makes home her career is followin g the most thrillin g- an d 
u sefu l career con ceiv able. 


In Washin gton , I). C., there is a gian t statu e of Abraham 
Lin coln carv ed ou t of marble. 
It is the work of a master’s han d. 
Trav elers by the ten s of thou san ds an n u ally admire the skill of 
the man who took a block of marble an d wrou ght u pon it u n til the 
face an d form of Lin coln appeared. 
Yet can that scu lptor who 
chiseled his featu res o.u t of cold marble compare with that mother 
who made the man that the artist copied? His mother worked with 
hu man flesh an d blood, with min d, sou l, an d heart; the scu lptor, 
on ly with silen t ston e. Books hav e been written abou t the great 
eman cipator. The au thors of these books hav e prided themselv es | 
on the description they hav e giv en of this in comparable man . Bu t 
wou ld y ou n ot rather be the mother who produ ced him than the 
au thor of a book written abou t him? It was Lin coln who said: “All 
that I am, or can be, I owe to my an gel mother.” Woman , as a 
mother y ou can produ ce what those women who seek careers 
merely stu dy abou t. 


Ev ery woman who becomes a mother mu st accept grav e obli­ 
gation s. John A. Shedd said: “ Simply hav in g children does n ot 
make a mother.” There mu st be a con stan t guidance of those chil­ 
dren throu ghou t their formativ e y ears. This in clu des phy sical, spir­ 
itual, and 
men tal train in g. 
Emerson said: “Men are what their 
mlothers made them.” Ev en the hard hearted Napoleon recogn ized 
this same prin ciple. He said: “ The fu tu re destin y of the child is al­ 
way s the work of the mother.” The famou s min ister, Hen ry Ward 
Beecher, said: “The mother’s heart is the child's schoolroom.” Pau l, 
speakin g of the backgrou n d of Timothy , gav e div in e san ction to 
the importan ce of a mother’s work: “When I call to remembran ce 
the u n feign ed faith that is in thee, which dwelt first in thy gran d­ 
mother Lois, an d thy mother Eu n ice; an d I am persu aded that in 
thee also.” (IITim. 1:5) 


T his m ean s th a t an y prog ra m of social be tte rm e n t m u st be­ 
gin w ith the m other « t hom e. Sdmeon e has observ ed: “ If y ou wou ld 
reform the world from its errors an d v ices, begin by en listin g its 
mothers.” An other familiar prov erb stresses the same poin t: “The 
han d that rocks the cradle ru les the world.” The woman who bears 
a child is brin gin g in to the world on e created in the liken ess of God. 
She becomes respon sible, alon g with her hu sban d of cou rse, for the 
dev elopmen t an d gu idan ce of that child. 
This respon sibility has || 
been taiken lightly by too man y mothers of ou r time.

There can n ot be the right kin d of mothers with the wron g §J 
kin d of girls. Girls who throw themselv es away morally in pu rsu it §y 
of worldly pleasu re can n ot later become pu re mothers, who are * 
essen tial to happy homes.
